Mr. Archbut in presenting the 
accounts for last year said ;—wish 
‘to mention that we are grateful 
for, the promptness of our Account- 
ants, Messra. ‘Thomson and Com- 
pany, and our Auditors, Mesers- 
Lowe, . Bingham and ‘Matthews, 
which has enabled ‘us to make’ it 
possible to circulate these Accounts 
prior to the mecting. i 

I do not propose to comment on 
these Accounts, excepting to say’ 
that the St. John’s Review Accouns 
shows that the working for the 
year has somewhat reduced tho bal-| 
ance due to the General Fund. It 
has been ‘suggested that the balance 
still due should be written off, but 
it was finally decided that thia 
would be a mistake as it would, 
obscure the actual financial position 
of the Review, which itis hoped 
will’ eventually not only be mad. 
self-supporting but also will wipa 
out its present debit balance, -
